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Ohio Library Planning Committee 

The Ohio Library Planning Committee met in Columbus on March 1, organized 
and drafted and discussed a provisional library: plan for Ohio. The Committee 
consists of the following, representing trustee, librarian and lay interest in the 
library problem of Ohio: 

Ohio Library Trustees Association: Frederick W. Dorn, Mrs. P. H. Flynn, Ben- 

jamin S. Motter, Morison R. Waite. 

Ohio Library Association: Miss Roena A. Ingham, Miss Linda A. Eastman, 

Chalmers A. Hadley, Herbert S. Hirshberg. 
Citizens Library Committee: Province M. Pogue, Miss Elizabeth Haymaker, 
Dr. M. H. Lichliter, and Carl Vitz. 

State Library: Paul A. T. Noon. 

All members except Mr. Pogue, Dr. Lichliter and Mr. Dorn were present. Miss 
Julia W. Merrill, Chief of Public Library Division of the A. L. A. and Mr. Paul 
Rice also were present. Officers were chosen as follows: Carl Vitz, Chairman; 
Paul Noon, Secretary. 

The Ohio Library Planning Committee is not a committee for action; it is 
advisory. It is a permanent planning body, charged by the sponsoring organiza- 
tions with the duty or formulating programs which they may promote. It should 
consider the welfare and development of all the libraries and library activities 
in Ohio. The Public and tax supported libraries of the state will, however, neces- 
sarily be of primary interest. 

Public Library service for the entire state will be its major concern. At 
present the large cities in general have good libraries; most of the smaller cities 
have only fair libraries; in the small communities, if there are libraries at all, 
they are generally inadequately financed, while most of the rural area is entirely 
unprovided for. 

This inequality is due primarily to unequal distribution of wealth, which makes 
financing in the less favored regions difficult, and to unequal distribution of popula- 
tion so that many even relatively large political subdivisions lack a desirable 
minimum of population and wealth for independent library service. 

In any solution, legal, legislative, practical and psychological problems must 
be met. Because of inequalities in wealth, tax equalization or state aid are in- 
volved. Inequalities in population bring up the question of desirable unit areas of 
service. Leadership in promoting state wide library development must be found. 

The committee decided to cooperate with state wide organizations such as: 
Business and Professional Women’s Clubs; Federation of Women’s Clubs; Parent- 
Teachers Association; League of Women Voters; Grange; American Association 
of University Women; American Legion Auxiliary; Ohio Education Association. 
As principal objectives in a plan for Ohio, the following were chosen: 

1. Free public library service for every person in the state, necessarily in- 
volving state aid. 

Adequate financial support for this service. 

A trained personnel in order to make library service effective. 

Adequate library service to every school. 

Cooperation in book collecting and providing the materials for research. 
Strengthening of the State Library.

Certification of Librarians 

At the meeting of the Planning Committee it was recommended that the need 
of a library certification law for Ohio be brought to the attention of the librarians 
of the state. This is in accordance with a recommendation of the A, L. A. at the 
midwinter meeting (see A. L. A. Bulletin February 1935). 

Nine states are now operating public libraries under a voluntary certification 
plan. In more states certification applies to school and county libraries. The 
certification law should be planned as a voluntary act of the State Association. 

The purpose of such a law should be to improve library service by raising 
the standards of library personnel and preventing the appointment of unqualified 
persons. 

A certification law should distinctly specify that librarians in positions are 
not to loose their positions, or status, by the adoption of requirements designed 
to raise the standards of library personnel. 

It should provide for the recognition and appreciation of the service rendered 
by librarians of experience and demonstrated ability. 

No effort will be made to get such a law through this legislature but all 
members of the Association should give thought to it and be ready to express 
opinion at the district meetings and the meeting in October.

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Notes From The State Library 


Mr. Noon, State Librarian, will appreciate the immediate return of the 
library questionnaire recently sent to all libraries. Work is being held up on the 
1935 Ohio Library Directory because all statistics have not yet been received. 


Statistics for college and university libraries are being collected at the State 
library. A directory of High School Librarians is being compiled. 


The Ohio Library laws, 1935 recently compiled at the State Library will be 
ready for distribution soon. 


The Emergency Bill 


House Bill No. 312, an emergency bill for immediate relief of Public Libraries, 
allocating to libraries of the state a sum not to exceed one thousand dollars for the 
purchase and repair of books and periodicals will be watched with interest by all 
librarians, especially those who have obtained inadequate budgets under the 
intangible tax. The President of the A. L. A. has asked Miss Georgie McAfee, 
librarian of the Lima Public Library to head a committee to act with the State 
Librarian and the State Library Board in formulating rules and regulations to 


govern the distribution of this money in case the bill is approved by the General 
Assembly. 


This bill was passed April 17 by Finance Committee and will be brought up 
for vote soon. Librarians are urged to write to the members of the House from 
their district urging its passage. Write also to the governor, Martin L. Davey. 


Junior Members 


Since the formation of the O. L. A. Junior Members Round Table last October, 
activity has gone on principally through local groups. Cincinnati’s Junior group 
is having its second year of monthly supper meetings at which they discuss not 
only library topics, but have talks on other phases of public work. At present 
members are all from the Cincinnati Public Library, but their intention is to open 
membership to librarians from other libraries in the vicinity next fall. The Cin- 
cinnati group have been working for over a year on a survey of all library card 
holders of Hamilton County, which they hope to have completed in June. 


Miss 
Harriet Wiggers is chairman of the group this year. 


In Cleveland a Junior Librarians group has been formed this winter, open to 
any library workers under thirty-five from any of the public, university or special 
libraries of Greater Cleveland. There have been four meetings with attendance 
ranging from forty to seventy people. Their program is arranged to cover the 
following purposes; first, to get acquainted with each other both socially and pro- 
fessionally; second, to have talks by invited guests on professional problems; and 
third, to have talks and visits to places of interest about the city. 


Miss Katherine 
Becker is Chairman of this group. 


Miss Helen Focke, Chairman of the O. L. A. Junior Members Round Table, 
hopes to be able to go to several of the district meetings to meet with other 
Junior Librarians. She is also anxious to hear of any other local groups which have 


been, or might be formed in the state. Plans are already under way for the fall 
meetings in Cleveland with the O. L. A.

Building 

Findlay is remodeling the old post office building bought by the city for 
$50,000 into a library. The Federal Government is contributing $19,600 of P. W. A. 
funds. A sandstone veneer will be applied to the old building. The interior will 
be completely remodeled. The city sold $90,000 in bonds to finance the work. 

Vermilion has a new library building well started. The new library will be 
brick and concrete, five rooms 34 by 75 feet. The State Relief Commission allocated 
$9,059 for the project. A contest to beautify the library site is being sponsored 
by the Garden Club and a prize is offered to the winner. 

Wellston has bought the Morgan home, a mansion worth $125,000 for $6,000 
through the generosity of Mrs. Carrie Morgan Wright. It will house city 
offices, the American Legion and a pubile library. 

Lima has purchased the J. E. Grosjean property at the rear of the main 
building to house its overflow collection and to serve as headquarters for the new 
book department. 

Cincinnati is asking for a $2,500,000 library as a P. W. A. project. 

Noble County Library settled in its new quarters in the Court House, held open 
house March 15th and 16th. The Library had been closed for several months. 


News Notes 


Wellsville—Mrs. E. F. McCrea was named acting librarian and Mrs. Donald 
Betts Assistant by Trustees of the Carnegie Library. Mrs. McCrea who has been 
assistant Librarian succeeds the late Miss Sarah Driggs Moore. Mrs. Betts 
previously served in the Library at Ohio University. 

Medina—Miss Eleanor Brandt was appointed librarian of the Sylvester Library. 
She had been employed at the Akron Public Library. 

Portsmouth-—Miss Helen Olsen is in charge of the Children’s Department. 
She takes the place of Miss Gladys Whitt who resigned because of marriage. 

Girard is making extensive plans for the celebration of its 15th anniversary 
in May. 

Girard asks that we correct a statement in Bulletin No. 1. 
three communities and Kinsman two. 

Another error in Bulletin No. 1-—-the circulation for Wooster should have been 
95,678 for 1934 a gain of 2,993 over 1933. 

Now that the Dayton tax case is settled and a budget granted for 1935 of 
$196,000 instead of $310,000 as requested, the library is finding it possible to pay 
salaries for January and February, the lower salaries in full, the higher ones in 
50% payments. 

Lucas County Library has been granted a budget of $18,000 for 1935. Toledo 
$202,000. Akron will receive $130,000, they asked for $163,600. Elyria asked for 
$16,000 and was granted $12,000. Mansfield asked for $28,000 and was granted 
$19,500. 

Akron will restore 5% of the 15% wage reductions as of January 1, 1935. 

Because of the confiicting ideas about Public Libraries and the sales tax, the 
Mansfield Public Library asked for information as to whether school district 
libraries should pay a tax on supplies etc., The answer is “No”. 

One of the nicest tributes to a librarian that we have heard about was that 
paid to Miss Graham of Sidney, librarian of the Public Library for the past thirty- 
six years. The New Century club, of which Miss Graham is one of the eldest 
and most beloved members, sponsored a tea, a feature of which, was the gift idea 
of the affair, each club or individual having the privilege of bringing the gift 
of a book or magazine contribution for the library. All of the clubs in the city 
joined with the New Century Club in making the event outstanding. 


Girard is serving 


New Services For Borrowers 


Alliance and Girard are supplying the citizens with news about the rating of 
different films. Girard receives a two week’s advance list of films, checks these 
with the Movie Guide published by the Parent’s Magazine. In return the theatre 
manager is running slides advertising the library. Alliance service is similar, the 
ratings are compiled from the rating lists of various leading magazines. Libraries 
may receive copies of the Motion Picture and the Family magazine free by applying 
to Mrs. Ina Roberts, Publicity Director of the Cleveland Public Library, or to the 
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Association of Motion Picture prouucers and Distributors of America, Inc., 28 W. 


44th St., New York City. This contains the Cleveland Public Library film book- 
marks. 


Girard Library is co-operating with a series of Community Lenten Book 
Reviews. 

Ashtabula public library counts the Drama Study Club its most successful 
project. Persons in the group ranged from high school students to adults in many 
walks of life. It was decided that the most interesting approach would be from 
the viewpoint of theatre drama instead of literary drama. Many productions were 
reviewed and scenes from recent plays were read or played to the increasing group. 
Among the plays that were discussed were: Rice’s We The People; Anderson’s 
Elizabeth the Queen; Kirkland’s Tobacco Road; Sherwood’s Road to Rome and 
Fagan’s And So To Bed. Later several of the group who were interested in pro- 
duction expressed the desire to do some acting and directing. Many talented 
people were discovered and the meetings took on an added glamour as several one- 
act plays were given excellent laboratory production. The group was not formally 
organized and held weekly meetings in the library building. As a leisure time pro- 
ject the library feels that it has been successful, in that an amateur theatre organi- 
zation, separate from the library, seems imminent as a direct result.
